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DETAILED ACTION 

The applicant response filed on 10/10/05 has been fully considered. However, 
upon further consideration the earlier restriction requirement has been vacated and new 
restriction requirement has been issued below. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 9-10, 22 and 33-35, drawn to a recombinant nucleic acid 
comprising a Platelet-specific promoter and a method transforming host 
cells and its therapeutic use, classified in class 536, subclass 23.1 . 

II. Claims 1 1-12, drawn to recombinant nucleic acid comprising a Neutrophil- 
specific promoter and a method transforming host cells and its therapeutic 
use, classified in class 536, subclass 23.1 . 

III. Claims 13-14, drawn to a recombinant nucleic acid comprising a Natural 
killer cell-specific promoter and a method transforming host cells and its 
therapeutic use, classified in class 536, subclass 23.1. 

IV. Claims 15-16, drawn to recombinant nucleic acid comprising an 
Erythrocyte-specific promoter and a method transforming host cells and its 
therapeutic use, classified in class 536, subclass 23.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, II, III and IV are distinct. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case Platelet-specific promoter, Neutrophil-specific promoter, Natural killer 
cell-specific promoter and Erythrocyte-specific promoter have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects since each is structurally and functional

distinct. Furthermore use of one is not required for other. Thus these inventions are 
distinct and are of separate uses. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, III or V and visa versa, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Claim 3 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising regulatory sequences that direct the expression in lymphoid progenitor, 
common myeloid progenitor, megakaryotic/erythrocyte progenitor and 
granulocytes/macrophage progenitor. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to 
elect a single disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Claim 4 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising platelets, megakaryocytes and erythrocytes. Applicant is required under 35 
U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even though this requirement is 
traversed. 
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Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Claim 5 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising neutrophils, eosinophils, monocytes, basophils and immature dendritic cells. 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even 
though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Claim 7 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising: mast cells, macrophages and dendritic cells. Applicant is required under 35 
U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even though this requirement is 
traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 
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Claim 10 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising Platelet factor 4 promoter, the glycoprotein lib promoter, the glycoprotein Ilia 
promoter, and the glycoprotein VI promoter. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 
to elect a single disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Claim 12 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising DEFA1 human neutrophil alpha defensin promoter, the DEFA2 human 
neutrophil alpha defensin promoter, DEFA3 human neutrophil alpha defensin promoter, 
and the DEFA4 human neutrophil alpha defensin promoter. Applicant is required under 
35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even though this requirement is 
traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Claim 16 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising human eotaxin gene promoter and the eosinophil peroxidase gene prom.

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably

Claim 21 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising common lymphoid progenitor cell, a common myeloid progenitor cell, a 
megakaryotic/erythrocyte progenitor cell, a granulocyte/macrophage progenitor cell, 
platelets, megakaryocytes, neutrophils, eosinophils, monocytes, basophils, dendritic 
cells, mast cells, macrophages, dendritic cells, erythrocytes, and natural killer cells. 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even 
though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Claim 34 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising u-PA, Factor Vila, Factor VIII, Factor IX and fibrinogen. Applicant is required 
under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even though this requirement is 
traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 
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Claims 1-8, 19-21 and 23-32 link(s) inventions l-IV. The restriction requirement 
among the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 
1-8, 19-21, 23-32. Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction 
requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending 
from or otherwise including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be 
entitled to examination in the instant application. Applicant(s) are advised that if any 
such claim(s) depending from or including all the limitations of the allowable linking 
claim(s) is/are presented in a continuation or divisional application, the claims of the 
continuation or divisional application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.
